Hail Insurance 


It is unnecessary to point out to 
thoughtful farmers the advisability of 
insuring grain crops against hail, and 
doing it without delay. The cost in 
the Territories, under the government 
system, does not amount to much 
compared with the advantage it is to 
be safe from financial embarrasment 
from the effects of a hailstorm, No 
doubt hundreds are so situated that 
loss of a season's crop would not be 
seriously felt. Knowing their own 
strength in this respect may perhaps 
cause afew to hesitate in placing in- 
surance, but notwithstanding this, it 
should not be forgotten that it is noth- 
ing more than the observance of a 
sound business principle to insure 
against possible losses, 

To the farmer who has heavy finan- 
cial responsibilities, failure to meet 
which would mean disaster, hail in- 
surance affords an opportunity of hav- 
ing an easy mind in regard to one of 
the main channels through which a 
loss may come, It is worth some- 
thing to him to know that he will have 
money to meet his obligations, and 
buy seed, if necessary; and worth 
something to be sure that his season's 
labor will not have been in vain, 

While itis true that many districts 
have never been visited by a serious 
hailstorm, and many others only once 
in many years, it is equally true that 
winost every year some locality that 
was considered within the safe belt is 


subject to a visitation, resulting in| 


heavy loss, It is, therefore, not good 
business on the part of a grain farmer 
to neglect placing some insurance, and 
the matter should not be delayed, as 
the danger period is now at hand, 

The cost of insurance is only 15c. an 
acre, which indemnifies against loss 
to the amount of $4 per acre for each 
and every acre insured. Farmers do 
not put this important matter off un. 
tilit is too late.

Season for Blackleg 


There is a probability that about 
this season blackleg may be man- 
ifesting itself in the localities 
which it bas been accustomed to 
haunt. Experience has made it 
pretty certain that some localities 
are much more liable to the disease 
than others, and there is the added 
risk consequent upon neglect the 
last time the disease showed itself. 
Every animal that dies of blackleg 
should be burned, with all the 
bedding it lay upon or else buried 
deeply and covered with quicklime. 
Otherwise the germs will spread in 
the soil and be ready to take hold 
on suitable subjects that come 
in their way. 

It is the decided opinion that 
the germs .of blackleg are in the 
soil and get access to the animal 
through slight wounds in the skin 
or occasionally by the mouth. 
Once inside the skin those microb- 
es multiply with great rapidity, 
feeding on the tissues of thx an- 
imal and evolving grasses which 
accumulate between the skin ard 
the flesh, and produce the pecul- 
iar cackling sensation when the 
hand is placed over the affected 
parts, which is oneof the surest 
signs of the real nature of the dis- 
ease. These symptoms are usual- 
ly felt between the knee and the 
body, hence the name _blackleg. 
It sometimes reaches the throat 
but never goes below the knee; 
and once there it makes short work 
of its victim. It mostly attacks 
animals from 6 months to 3 or 4 
years old and well conditioned 
ones areusually the first to be 
seized, 

There is no known cure and of- 
ten the only evidence of its pres- 
enceis the finding of one or two of 
the best young things in the herd 
lying dead, 

But though there is no known 
remedy there are sure preventives.

not directly infectious, diseased 
animals should at once be separ- 
ated from the rest of the herd, 
and they are pretty certain to die 
in avery short time.

Western stockmen will be in- 
terested to learn that the territorial 
Department of Agriculture at re- 
gina has decided to offer prizes 
for Car Lots of Export Grass Cat- 
tle grown in the Territories enter- 
ed for conpetition at the Dominion 
Exhibition at Winnipig, July 25 to 
August 6, That is to say, the de- 
partment will pay to the owner of 
any car lot of such cattle winning 
a prize in class 27 of the Exhibit- 
ion Prize List an amount equal to 
that of the prize won. The condit- 
ions laid dowd in the prize list for 
the competition are as follows: 
Car Lots of Export Grass Cattle 
entered for competition must arrive 
onor before Monday, July 26. 
They will be judged on Wednesday 
July 28, and must remain on ex- 
hibition until the close of the fair. 
Feed must be provided by the Ex- 
hibition Association, 

Carload Export Grass Cattle, not 
less than sixteen head.
